On Nov. I, 1906. a steamer arrived 
from It re rn en at the port of Charles­ 
ton, S. C 
having on board about ITT* 
aliens destined to various parts of the 
state of South Carolina. 
About .TOU 
of these aliens were Belgian mill oper­ 
atives, their wives and children, the 
rem ainder being German farm labor­ 
ers and women seeking domestic serv­ 
ice. 
All of these aliens were inductd 
to migrate to the 
United States by 
South 
Carolina, 
the 
state 
acting 
through the 
medium of its 
commis­ 
sioner of agriculture, commerce and 
Immigration, who went to Europe to 
induce desirable immigrants to go to 
the state. 
Tile passage money was 
paid by the state. 
Tho state commissioner of Immigra­ 
tion found employment for the aliens 
and distributed them to various points 
in the state. 
The facts were brought to the at­ 
tention of the secretary of commerce 
and labor by the immigration officer 
at the port of Charleston, S. C.. and 
he In turn referred the m atter to the 
solicitor 
of the departm ent 
for his 
opinion as lo whether or not the' ac­ 
tion of the commissioner of immigra­ 
tion 
of South Carolina 
in bringing 
these aliens to the United States was 
a violation of the alien contract labor 
laws. 
Solicitor Earl decided that there had 
been no violation of the national law 
by the authorities of South Carolina.

over solicitude, 
and even the possibility of exaggera­ 
tion, but 
tho commission’s 
own ad­ 
vices show 
that, there has 
been no 
general overstatem ent of the situation 
and that it is a m atter of first import 
ance. 
The testimony 
regarding car 
shortage, delays in transit and their 
effect has brought out m atter indicat­ 
ing a condition of affairs in the gen­ 
eral sense even more worthy of atten­ 
tion than the commission had at first, 
supposed when they decided to take 
up the inquiry. 
Commissioner Dane read

from

ta points answering an inquiry from 
the commission as to the coal situa­ 
tion at those towns.
